DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Amendment filed on April 16, 2008. Claim 42 has 
been cancelled. Claims 24-41, 43-53, and 62-98 are currently pending. 

2. Applicants are entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written 
in dependent form or which otherwise include all limitations of an allowed generic species as 
provided in accordance with 37C.F.R. 1.141. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

3. The rejection of claim 42 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention is withdrawn based on the cancellation of the claim. 

4. The rejection of claims 24-27, 31, 35, 39-41, 43, 44, 47, 48, 50, 80, and 97 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Dijkstra et al. (Journal of the European Academy of 
Dermatology and Venereology 15: 550-554 Nov. (2001)) is withdrawn based on the claim 
limitation of a pulsed incoherent light illumination.
